County law officers dispute belief 
that-Sun-V^lley4s-ardmg^Genter

HAILEY — At least two Blaine 
County law enforcement' officers 
disagree with the common belief 
that Sun Valley and the surroun- 
ding mountain resort area have a 
concentration of drug use and a 
comer on drug distribution. 

Sun Valfey Police Chief Cam 
Daggett says there has been no in- 
crease in drug arrests in’ his' 
lurisdlctlon In the past few years, 
but he hasn't seen any noticeable 
decrease either. 

"There is a -• drug problem 
everywhere. Being a resort com- 
munity,' people think we have a 
greater problem here," Daggett 


says.'"I am inclined to disagree 
with that. Our problem Is no worse 
than any other area. People come 
here on vacation and some bring 
drugs with themT-Wc'flnd-some' 
among our own local population, 
but there Is not an unusualy high 
drug activity here.”' 

Blaine County Sheriff Dennis 
Haynes sees his county as having 
reduced the volume of drug use In 
recent years. 

"i-thlnk Sun Valley has unjustly 
earped a reputation as a drug 
center. Because it's a popular ski 
resort and because some other 
resorts have bdeome known as a 
center for drlig use, 11 has drawn 
some severe criticism,” Haynes 
says. 


"It's easy to say that Sun Valley 
Is where tne drugs are, but there 
isn't anything to back up that 
statement. I have not seen 
anything that would corroborate 
that,” he says. 

Haynes feels drugs arc less 
prevalent than 'they were a few 
years ago. 

"I don't think we (law-enforce — 
ment agencies) are . being naive 
about drugs. We' are out there look- 
ing all the time. We make traffic 
slops and arrests. We ’are con- 
tlhuously investigating and Inter- 
viewing people, and It Just Isn't 
there, ^ he- sa ys. “A few years ago, 
when we were booking prisbn'ffh we-
